Tho windows in tbo 
rear upon tho alloy whero tho engine and 
boiler were located and part of tho wall woro 
blown out. In an instant Humes followed. 
Thu onl ire structure bocntno choked with 
smoke. Upon tho vciy topmost Iloor wore 
tv/onty-ono girls and eighteen men and boys. 
There was in tho rear what is known us a 
fire stairway lined with iron. Down this tho 
girls and men grope:! with their skirts and 
jackets proved to their nostrils, James W. 
Carroll, foreman ot tho cigar-box factory in 
tho top floor, gave tho warning to his em- 
ployes, and was, it is said, tho lost to loavo 
tho 
P.oor, 
Ho asked 
anxiously whothor 


all were 
on 
hand.

he 
turned 
back. 
Tho em- 


ployes in the stairway groped their way 
to tho ground floor and escaped. A few min- 
utes later J im Carroll, tho foi-oir.au, was scon 
at tho fifth story window. Then he*ci-opt 
out upon the eonuco. The smoko was dense, 
and the names were closo behind it. Finally 
ho let himself down and clung to the win- 
dow sill by his lingers. 
Sfen rushod then 


to the roof of the building across 
the 


alley with rupes. 
"It scorned," said an 


excited witness of 
tlio 
tot-riblo 
scone, 


"txsif the bravo fellow clung thoro flvo min- 
utes. I had to turn my lioad away. It was 
awful." Men stood below with a canvas 
stretched out. Finally Carroll caught tho 
ropo with his left hand. Ho loosened his hold 
upon tho sill, but could not keep his hold 
upon tho rope. Ho foil headlong, struck 
tho 
canvas 
hold 
for him, broke 


through it, anil was picked up almost 
a corpso. He is an unmarried man, aged 
about 23, and resided with his father ftt the 
corner of Thirteenth place imd Ashland 
uvonue. His ncso was broken and his face 
was horribly mangled and lacerated by 
tho fall. His tooth wore all knocked out, 
and his skull crushed. 
Tho doctor who 


visited him expressed tho opinion that ho 
could not long survivo his terrible injuries,

the fire staircase. 
Carroll followed us to 


the third floor. Then ho turned back to sou 
if nil wcro safe. That's tho last I saw of 
him." Thoa the girl begun to weep.

Into. partner iu the firm of Culver, Pago & 
lloyiio. Tlio total destruction of property 
by tho (ire is estimated at $12.1,000, which 
was partially cc.tterod by insurance., but the 
amounts are not known.
